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HISTORIC buildings and fea¬ 
tures in East Cambridgeshire are 
at risk of being lost forever unless 
money is injected into pro¬ 
tecting them. 

That’s the message from the non- 
departmental Government public body, 
English Heritage, which is urging councils 
and organisations to help safeguard the 
region’s “heritage treasury”. 

East Cambs District Council insists it is 
helping buildings and features which are at 
risk of being lost - but English Heritage says 
more needs to be done. 

There are currently 23 listed buildings and 
monuments in East Cambs which are 
classed as being “at risk”. 

They include churches, windmills, 
barrows and Roman settlements, and new 
additions to this year’s “at risk register” 
include St George’s Church in Littleport and 
St Peter’s Church in Stetchworth. 

Simon Thurley, chief executive of English 
Heritage, said: “Grade II buildings are the 
bulk of the nation’s heritage treasury 

“When one of them is lost, it’s as though 
someone has rubbed out a bit of the past - 
something that made your street or your 
village special will have gone. 

“We need help and are prepared to fund 
nine to 15 pilot surveys around the country 
with local authorities, national parks, 
heritage and community groups as partners.

“For local authorities hard-pressed by cuts or 
other groups who come forward this means 
the chance to find out which buildings most 
need their scarce resources. 

“And the results will help all parties 
involved, including the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and other grant-givers, to get rescues under 
way where nothing has been happening for 
years.” 

Lorraine Brown, the district council’s 
conservation officer, did not say whether the 
authority would take up English Heritage’s 
funding but said the council would “continue 
to work” alongside the organisation. 

She said: “Over the last few years, we have 
helped a number of properties which were at 
risk through our Historic Building grants 
scheme. 

“Several of the properties included on this 
year’s list have recently secured grant funding 
through English Heritage and Heritage Lottery 
to undertake extensive repairs and 
restoration, and we look forward to seeing 
these works progress in the coming year. 

“We will continue to work with English 
Heritage and owners of those buildings 
highlighted in East Cambridgeshire to help 
them find and implement solutions that will 
secure the long-term preservation of these 
local heritage assets.”

Liam leads way in awards ceremony 


ONE of the country’s most celebrated 
teenage fundraisers was given the latest in a 
long line of decorations when he was 
awarded Star of the Year at the Community 
Awards, run by our sister paper the 
Cambridge News. 

Callum Fairhurst, 15, has continued his 
late brother Liam’s campaign to bring joy to 
young children whose lives are blighted by 
illness or to recognise the efforts of young 
heroes. 

Liam, from Soham, went through seven 
courses of chemotherapy, six weeks of daily 
radiotherapy and an operation to remove his 
tumour, along with half his thigh muscle, 
after being diagnosed with cancer in 2005. 

But despite having his own battles to fight 
he set his mind on making the lives of others 
better - by raising £340,000 for children’s 
cancer charity CLIC Sargent. 

On the day Liam died in 2009, aged 14, 
Callum vowed to carry on his brother’s 
mission. 

And he has done it in style by raising 
£90,000 so far through cycling the length of 
the British Isles and rowing across the 
English Channel. He has also been rubbing 
shoulders with the likes of David Cameron 
and the Queen. 

As the founder of the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation, he also sifts through requests 


from youngsters and their families, whether 
they want to give a sick child a special treat 
or to salute someone who has gone the 
extra mile for others. 

He hopes to raise £50 million in his 
lifetime to put him in a position to grant 
wishes to millions of young people going 
through tough times. 

Callum, who also runs his own online 
sweets business, thought he was at this 
year’s awards ceremony to present awards 
to the two winners of the Liam Fairhurst 
Most Courageous Child award. 

And he was taken by surprise when he 
was handed the main award of the evening. 

He said: “I genuinely had no clue this was 
going to happen. I really don’t deserve this. I 
just look around this room and see amazing 
people young and old.” 

He added: “Liam would be proud of 
everyone here and I will keep on going for 
him.” 

It was not just the Cambridge News 
Community Awards judges who were 
impressed by Callum. 

The Queen, who met him at the Diamond 
Jubilee Picnic this year, passed on her 
congratulations on the night through a 
Palace statement hailing his “tremendous 
achievements” and wishing him “a most 
enjoyable time” at the awards event. 


Callum said: “Liam’s death is always 
hard for me to think about, but I know he 
would want me to help others that are in 
need. He was, is, and will always be my 
hero.” 

■ FRED Langford was crowned Unsung 
Hero for his work helping isolated people 
get about, just as he retires after nine 
years in charge. 

The founder of the Ely branch of Dial-a- 
Ride is stepping down after helping to 
transform the lives of hundreds of elderly 
and disabled people by providing them 
with transport. 

Using a lottery grant, he started the 
project in 2003 by buying a bus and hiring 
a member of staff - and it now has a fleet 
of 13 vans as well as a dedicated team of 
drivers and passenger assistants. 

Fred, 65, who plans to get into bowls 
and go on more caravan holidays when he 
retires, said: “I was very pleased to receive 
the award and it was a fitting ending to my 
time here.” 

He added the whole event was 
emotional, saying he was affected by other 
winners’ “touching stories”. 

The charity provides lifts to the shops 
and the doctor’s surgery, for example, and 
also organises trips to the seaside and 
puts on social events.

“It was a revelation to me to be 
alongside people needing all the help and 
support of the staff there. Without me 
having a uniform or a role, it was a 
foundational learning experience about 
my own humanity.”

Young jobseekers aim 
for apprenticeships 

MORE and more people are starting an 
apprenticeship - thanks to local 
companies and Government investment.

Fire services to carry 
on with merger talks 

WORK on a business case which could 
see a merger between the 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk fire services 
is to continue. 

The move was approved at a meeting of 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough Fire 
Authority, which has already been 
looking at closer co-operation with 
Suffolk. A final decision on whether a 
link takes place is expected to be made 
in the New Year. 

Options ranging from doing nothing to 
collaboration or a full merger will be 
considered and will go out to public 
consultation. 

Suffolk County Council will discuss the 
plan next week and the full business 
case will come back before the fire 
authority and the cabinet in the New 
Year. 

Fred Brown, chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough Fire 
Authority, said: “Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service has some similarities and we’ve 
already established the benefits of joint 
working in us delivering Fire Control for 
Suffolk. 

“This has proved very successful and 
has demonstrated benefits for both 
authorities. It remains the obvious choice 
for us to investigate further collaborative 
working.”

Parents’ anger over 
play park condition 
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FURIOUS residents 
have been forced to take 
action in a bid to 
prevent a play area in 
Ely from falling into 
ruin. 

The children’s play park in 
Collier Close, off Beresford 
Road, was built in 2002 as part 
of the housing development 
by Leicestershire-based prop¬ 
erty developers David Wilson 
Homes. 

But 10 years later, the 
facility is still caught up in a 
wrangle with the developers 
and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, which has 
never formally adopted the 
area. 

The state of the play park 
had become so bad recently 
that families were forced to 
mow the grass, weed the area 
and collect litter themselves. 

Jenny Rudkin, who lives in 
Collier Close and instigated 
the clean-up, said: “It got to a 
point where our local park 
was unsafe and in such a mess 
that our children couldn’t and 
didn’t want to play in it. 

“For some years now, the

maintenance gate has been 
missing, which means the 
smaller children can get out 
and run into the road, and 
now the wooden surrounds, 
which have never been 
treated, are falling apart due 
to rot. 

“We had all spoken about 
doing something about it so 
one morning a group of our 
mums and dads got together 


and mowed the grass, 
collected litter, weeded round 
the edges and got rid of the 
four-inch high sharp nettles 
and overhanging branches. 

“Thanks to everyone’s hard 
work and help, we’ve made it 
a nicer, cleaner, safer place for 
all our children to play.” 

Local resident Lynne 
Marshall is urging the district 
council to take ownership of 


the site. She said: “We pay our 
council tax so when will 
Collier Close be adopted? 

“We have to contact David 
Wilson Homes every time a 
street light doesn’t work or a 
fence is broken and we have 
to wait for them to come and 
maintain. 

“Why has it taken the 
council so long to get to 
adoption stage? It has to be 
down to really poor manage¬ 
ment by the council, with a 
lack of formal agreements 
between them and the 
builders. 

“We are not the first estate 
to not have this agreement - 
why haven’t the council learnt 
from past mistakes?” 

A spokesman for the district 
council said: “We have been 
chasing David Wilson Homes 
since 2011 to progress the 
adoption of the play area in 
Collier Close. 



“We completely understand 
the frustration which local 
residents must feel and we 
hope the developer will finally 
give us the information we 
need to deal with this matter 
as soon as possible.” 

Nobody from David Wilson 
Homes was available to 
comment. 
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Traders’ fears 
over closure 


SHOPKEEPERS in Ely say 
a closed passageway is 
putting their businesses 
at risk of folding. 

For months, business owners 
in Forehill have been calling for 
a popular passageway which 
links the bottom of the hill with 
the car park off Broad Street to 
be re-opened. 

Property developer Steve 
Johnson, who lives in New¬ 
market, is building two shops 
and three flats at the back of 
Simon Taylor Hairdressing in 
Forehill and shut the cut- 
through, which he owns, for 
health and safety reasons while 
building work is going on. 

Mr Johnson said he expected 
the work to be completed by 
Christmas - but the project has 
now ground to a halt. 

Business owners say the 
closure of the private pass¬ 
ageway has reduced footfall so 
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much that they are now “fearful 
for the future” of their busi¬ 
nesses. 

Speaking on behalf of all 
traders in Forehill, John James, 
who runs Gallery Frames, said: 
“While we appreciate that the 
passageway has not been a 
public right of way, it has been 
an important thoroughfare for 
many years. 

“Since it was closed in May 
the level of trade on Forehill has 
dropped dramatically to the 
extent that we are now fearful 
for the future of our businesses. 

“Mr Johnson has said the 
building work would be 
completed by around Christ¬ 
mas. If it’s Christmas 2013 many 
of us may not be here.” 

Fenella Myers, co-owner of 
Duck Egg Blue Interiors, added: 
“It’s having a considerable 


impact on our businesses. 

“We know it’s not a public 
right of way but we’d love it to 
be re-opened. People who park 
in the car park now have to walk 
along Broad Street to get to the 
bottom of Forehill, so instead 
they are shooting up Three Cups 
Walk. 

“It means people are missing 
out Forehill completely.” 

Mr Johnson was unavailable 
for comment but speaking to 
the Weekly News in August he 
insisted the passageway needed 
to be closed for health and 
safety reasons but said he would 
re-open it once building work 
was complete. 

He said: “There is no public 
right of way there. 

“I have had to close it while 
building work is going on - it’s 
simply not safe for people to be 
walking through there with 
machinery and building mat¬ 
erials around.”

Bishop’s ordination backing continues 


THE Bishop of Ely is continuing to support the 
introduction of women bishops. 

Speaking after the latest meeting of the House 
of Bishops, the Rt Rev Stephen Conway says 
there is “overwhelming” support for women to 
be ordained as bishops. 

He said: “I am heartened and grateful to have 
been part of an overwhelming majority 
promoting a general final text for the legislation. 

“It was a creative and consolidating session 
when we were able to recognise a number of key 
issues and we were able to discern a way 
forward. I have real hope from this for our unity 
in mission.” 


The Church of England’s ruling body recently 
voted to move ahead with the legislation despite 
pleas from traditionalists, who want some 
communities to be led by male bishops. 

Bishop Stephen hopes the vote will be a major 
step forward in accepting women into the 
episcopacy almost 20 years after the ordination 
of the first female priests. 

The full vote on the legislation takes place at 
the meeting of the General Synod of the Church 
of England in November. 

For the legislation to pass, it will require a two- 
thirds majority in each of the houses of Bishops, 
Clergy and Laity. 
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Scaffolding 
theft case 

THREE men have 
appeared in court 
accused of stealing 
around £300,000 worth 
of scaffolding from their 
employer. 

Jamie Allum, 39, 
Matthew King, 35, and 
Richard Martin, 33, are 
each charged with a 
count of theft by 
employee in relation to 
scaffolding being stolen 
from Soham-based firm 
Tone Scaffolding.

No pleas were entered 
and magistrates declined 
jurisdiction of the case. 

All three defendants 
will re-appear at 
magistrates’ court on 
December 5 for a formal 
committal hearing to 
take place. 

They were all released 
on unconditional bail.

Nursery planned for 
city business park 


A CHILDREN’S nursery 
could be opened on one of 
Ely’s biggest business parks. 

Bosses at Grovemere Property 
Ltd, who own the Lancaster Way 
Business Park on Witchford Road, 
want to launch the new facility 
there. 

The plan involves changing the 
use of Lancaster Lodge, a former 
residential property on the site, 
from residential to children’s 
nursery use. 

The new nursery would provide 
around 15 new jobs and nursery 
care for up to 40 children, with the 
potential to extend Lancaster Lodge 
if demand for extra nursery places 
grew. 

Grovemere’s agents, PlanSurv, 
said the change of use would not 
only create jobs but also boost the 
local economy. 

They said: “The change of use 
and extension of Lancaster Lodge to 
a nursery will provide employment 
opportunities for up to 15 people, 
while providing a viable location to 
help encourage linked trips.

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“The nursery will lift the business 
park’s profile, acting as a draw to 
both employers looking to relocate 
their businesses and employees 
looking for a new job with easily 
accessible childcare. 

“The proposed nursery will also 
provide an opportunity for 
commuters travelling past the park 
on their way to Ely or Cambridge to 
combine their commute and child 
care trips. 

“The nursery has the potential 
not only to provide employment for 
up to 15 people but also to attract 
other businesses to Ely thereby 
boosting the local economy, 
encouraging linked trips and 
reducing out commuting.” 

The plans, which have been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, say the nursery 
would be 234 square-metres in size, 
boasting play space, a sleep room, a 
dining room, toilets, a kitchen and 
staff facilities. 


A new access would be created to 
Lancaster Lodge, which is currently 
empty, from the business park itself, 
not the A142, and the nursery 
would be fenced to keep it separate 
from an existing farm access. 

The agents added: “While a 
nursery is traditionally seen as a 
town centre use, the critical mass of 
approximately 1,200 employees at 
Lancaster Way Business Park makes 
the site ideally located to serve a 
localised need. 

“The garden will be fenced to 
ensure that the children have a safe 
external play area separated from 
the access road and parking, while 
the whole site will be fenced to 
match the existing parks weld mesh 
fencing to ensure the security of the 
site.” 

If approved, the nursery would be 
open from 6am-8pm Monday to 
Friday and 6am-8pm at weekends.

A LAND ROVER which was 
given to Sir Winston Churchill 
on his 80th birthday is 
expected to fetch up to 
£60,000 at auction. 

The Series 1 Land Rover, 
registration plate UKE 80, was 
presented to Churchill on his 
80th birthday on November 
30,1954 and comes 
complete with its original buff 
log book that declares the 
former prime minister and war 
leader as its first owner. 

The vehicle has been stored 
in a shed for the past 35 years 
and has just under 13,000 
miles on the clock. 

On Saturday, it will be going 


under the hammer at Cheffins 
auction site in Sutton, where 
it is estimated to make 
between £50,000 and 
£60,000. 

A spokesman for Cheffins 
said: “As a beautifully 
untouched, wonderfully 
original, running Series 1 Land 
Rover with just 12,932 
genuine miles, this is a 
remarkable and desirable 
vehicle.

Manna blow for 
boat families 


FORCING boat owners 
to leave a marina will 
have a knock-on effect 
on the region’s entire 
boating community. 

That’s the message from 
boat owners after 
discovering families who are 
moored at the Fish and Duck 
Marina, in Holt Fen, near 
Little Thetford, have been 
told they have three months 
to leave. 

fames and Davina Harvey, 
who own the marina, are 
planning a major 
refurbishment of the site and 
have asked all the boaters, 
which are around 80 families 
in total and many of whom 
live there permanently, to 
find an alternative site within 
12 weeks. 

They say they have 
“sympathy” with the boaters 
but insist it is not practical 
for anyone to be on the site 
while work is carried out. 

However, a letter sent to all 
the boaters states that 
residential boaters will not 
be welcome back at the 
marina even when it is 
reopened. 

The letter says: “When the 
marina re-opens, no 
residential use of boats 
moored at the marina will be

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permitted. 

“This will be a rule which 
we will enforce strictly, and 
once it re-opens, the marina 
will be exclusively non- 
residential.” 

The news has left families 
at the marina devastated as if 
they cannot find moorings 
nearby, they may have to 
move their children into new 
schools or find new jobs. 

Boaters elsewhere also 
insist that marinas across the 
region are full and that there 
are a lack of moorings as it is. 

Dan Spencer, who lives at 
the Fish and Duck, works in 
Cambridge and fears he may 
have to give up his job as the 
nearest residential marina is 
in Denver, Norfolk. 

He said: “Residential 
boaters in Cambridgeshire 
are being increasingly 
marginalised. 

“In these times of 
economic uncertainty, the 
narrowboat way of life is 
becoming increasingly 
popular among a new 
generation of people, such as 
myself, who are young 
professionals looking for an 
alternative to lining the 


pockets of a landlord. 

“Where are we going to 
home 80 boats on a river 
system that has no space? 

“The nearest residential 
spaces are in Denver, which 
they have directed me to 
before. However, it is simply 
impossible to commute from 
Denver when I work in 
Cambridge. I suspect this is 
the case for most boaters 
who work close to the 
economic hubs of the 
region.” 

Another boater, who did 
not want to be named, 
added: “This will have a big 
knock-on effect on the whole 
boating community, not just 
the families at the Fish and 
Duck. Nearly every marina 
which offers residential 
moorings is full and there 
just isn’t the space on the 
rivers.” 

Plans for the Fish and 
Duck include completely re¬ 
structuring the marina, the 
riverbanks and adding 
facilities such as a restaurant 
and overnight 

accommodation, as well as 
rebuilding a pub that was 
once there. 

Work is expected to start 
in january and Mr and Mrs 
Harvey hope to re-open the 
marina next April.

School plans 
win approval 


ADJUSTED plans to build a new 
primary school in Soham have 
now been given the go-ahead. 

Education chiefs were given planning 
permission to build the new school at the 
junction of The Shade and Kingfisher 
Drive in August. 

However “land ownership issues” have 
forced planners to move the school 
approximately 20m north-west. 

As a result, Cambridgeshire County 
Council had to re-apply for planning 
permission, which was granted by the 
authority’s development control 
committee on October 4. 

Planning officer, Tim Watkins, said: 
“The proposed development is very 
similar to the previously approved 
scheme, the main difference being that 
the location of the proposed development 
is approximately 20m further to the 
north-west, due to land ownership issues. 

“The result of the alteration is that there 
is a slim strip of land within the 
development area, on the eastern side of 
the school that will remain largely 
undeveloped. 

“The design of the school building and 
the layout of the school remain largely 
unaltered.”

(SVCAT) which wants to open the new 
school. 

Another organisation, Lilac Sky Schools, 
based in Essex, had expressed an interest 
but withdrew its application at the last 
minute. 

The school will increase the town’s 
primary schools to three and will provide 
places for the ever-increasing number of 
primary school children - something 
which is set to get worse when major new 
housing developments in the town are 
complete. 

The SVCAT, which was formed when 
Soham Village College turned into an 
academy last April, has applied to open 
the school in partnership with Soham’s 
two primary schools, St Andrew’s and The 
Weatheralls, as well as Fordham, Isleham 
and Kennet primary schools. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet will decide whether SVCAT can 
run the new school on Tuesday.

EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) has 
been praised as an 
“excellent example of a 
dynamic Conservative-led 
local authority”.

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Charity lauded 
for cash rescue 


A CHARITY has been 
praised for rescuing a 
cash-strapped 
outdoor activity cen¬ 
tre - but people insist 
council chiefs “should 
have done more” 

Residents have accused 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council leaders of 
having a “lack of 
compassion” over the fact 
Mepal Outdoor Centre 
could have closed. 

The centre’s trustees 
revealed last month that the 
facility, which is one of the 
region’s only outdoor 
activity venues, was set to 
close due to a lack of 
funds. 

Trustees were hoping the 
district council would loan 
them £85,000 - but the 
authority refused, insisting 
it had lent them enough 
funds over the years. 

Now Littleport-based 
charity, Cambridgeshire 
ACRE, has teamed up with 
the centre’s management 
committee and trustees to 
shape up a business plan 
and try to safeguard its 
future. In the meantime, 
the facility remains open

and is continuing to take 
bookings. 

But mum-of-two 
Samantha Gray, of Pound 
Lane, Sutton, insists the 
council should have 
stepped in. 

She said: “I think the 
council should be ashamed 
of itself. 

“The centre is not only 
important for East Cambs 
but for the entire region as 
there are so few places 
where you can do activities 
like canoeing and archery. 

“The council should have 
done more to help the 
centre, which, if it wasn’t for 
Cambridgeshire ACRE, 
would most certainly have 
had to close. 

“I take my hat off to the 
charity for caring.” 

Chris Ashton, from 
Witcham, added: “The 
recent Mepal Outdoor 
Centre saga just proves the 
lack of compassion that our 
local council has. 

“They were quite pre¬ 
pared to allow the centre to 
close and it took a local 


charity to come forward 
and protect it. 

“Does the council not 
realise we need to get more 
and more amenities like 
this, let alone safeguard the 
ones we already have?” 

The council said it was 
“deeply saddened” that the 
trustees were struggling to 
keep the centre open but 
said it could not use 
taxpayers’ money to 
support an operator which 
is unable to break even. 

The authority added it 
had pumped more than 
£700,000 into the centre 
since it was set up, and in 
1993 also provided a 
£30,000 loan, which the 
trust was unable to repay. 

Kirsten Bennett, chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire ACRE, said: “Our plan 
is to work collaboratively to 
overcome some of the 
current difficulties the 
centre has been facing and 
to begin to shape a business 
plan for taking Mepal 
Outdoor Centre forward. 

“At the heart of this 
initiative is our belief that 
this valuable asset should 
be safeguarded for the 
benefit of local people and 
the wider community.”

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Funds pour in for 
love of Lily-May 



A BABY who died when 
she was just weeks old has 
inspired a fundraising 
campaign. 

Lily-May Taylor, whose parents, 
Craig and Sarah Taylor, live in 
Pymoor, was born with a rare 
genetic condition called Smith- 
Lemli-Opitz Syndrome (SLOS). 

Lily-May was 13 weeks old 
when she passed away on May 7 
this year. 

She spent 10 weeks of life in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and just 
a month at home before she died. 

Since their daughter’s death, 
Craig and Sarah have felt 
determined to help other 
children with the incurable 
condition. 

Thanks to their supportive 
family and friends, as well as 
generous local businesses, the 
couple have now raised more 
than £2,500 for the SLOS/RSH 
Foundation, a charity dedicated 
to supporting families affected by 
the disorder and to funding 
research into it. 

lust last month, the couple’s 
friends, Matt Golding and Zac 
Martin, both from Pymoor, took 
part in the 54-mile London to 
Brighton cycling challenge in 
memory of Lily-May. 

Sarah said: “SLOS is caused by 
the body’s inability to create 
enough cholesterol and to 
process it correctly. 

“Cholesterol is an essential 
nutrient that supports organ 
function, brain development, and 
overall growth, so children with 


SLOS suffer developmental 
delays, feeding difficulties, and in 
some cases they may suffer 
severe physical and internal 
malformations that might be life- 
threatening. 

“Approximately 90 per cent of 
affected children are lost before 
they are born and many children 
born on the severe end of the 
spectrum will die before they 
turn one. 

“The SLOS/RSH Foundation is 
working to change that by 
funding research, scholarships to 
spread medical knowledge 
worldwide and giving support to 
families affected by this incurable 
condition.

A PAEDOPHILE who 
had more than 80 sick 
images of young child¬ 
ren has escaped a prison 
sentence. 

Simon Halls, 28, admitted 
one charge of possessing 
indecent images of children 
and one charge of making the 
images at a hearing at 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
month. 

Last Wednesday Halls, of 
Meadow Court, Littleport, was 
sentenced. 

The court heard police 
searched Hall’s home during 
an unrelated incident on 
September 13 last year. 

Computers were seized, 
including one from his 
bedroom, which was found to 
have dozens of images and 
films of young girls. 

Halls originally told police 
that the images were pop-ups 
which appeared after he used 
a popular file-sharing site. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said computer experts found 
at least half of the images had 
been downloaded by him and 
saved in different folders on 
his hard drive. 

She said: “I understand the 
images ranged from four-year- 
olds to 16-year-olds.” 

Miss Blair said most of the

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Motor home visitors 
will be allowed to 
linger longer in city 

MOTOR home owners who visit Ely could be 
given more time to explore the city. 

People who come to Ely in motor homes 
are currently only able to park in Forehill car 
park, where parking is limited to just four 
hours. 

Tracey Harding, team leader for tourism 
at East Cambridgeshire District Council, 
says the authority receives “numerous 
complaints” from motor home users who 
insist the restriction does not allow them to 
spend enough time in Ely. 

Now the plan is to allow motor homes to 
park in the long-stay Fisherman’s car park, 
near Pocket Park, as well as in Forehill. 

Mrs Harding said: “Under the current East 
Cambridgeshire Off Street Parking Places 
Order we only allow motor homes to park in 
Forehill car park and this is limited to four 
hours. 

“We receive numerous complaints from 
motor home users who are unable to spend 
the day in Ely due to this restriction. 

“As motor home usage has increased in 
recent years it would be prudent to provide a 
long-stay option.” 

The proposals were discussed at the 
district council’s development and transport 
committee meeting last week and members 
approved the scheme, subject to a three- 
week public consultation period. 

The results of the consultation will be 
brought back to the committee next month 
for a final decision to be made. To have your 
say, visit www.eastcambs.gov.uk. 

■ The committee also heard how Ely’s 
Barton Road car park is set to have an extra 
22 long-stay parking spaces. The spaces 
were used by staff at Sanctuary Hereward 
and have become available since the 
company’s offices in St Mary’s Street closed 
earlier this year.

Julia’s book, East meets 
East: Eastern Europeans in 
East Anglian ‘mega farms’, 
uses stunning photographs 
to capture what life is like on 
the farm for the migrant 
workers, who come from 
countries such as Lithuania, 
Poland, Romania and

them at work on the fields 
and in the factories, there 
are also images capturing 
how migrant families do 
their best to fit into the local 
community, such as using 
public transport and shops. 

Julia, who also works as a 
photography lecturer and 
freelance photographer, said:

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Residents battle for 
play area upgrade 


CAMPAIGNING residents 
are calling for improved 
children's play facilities. 

Villagers in Sutton have formed 
the Sutton-in-the-Isle Play Project 
(SIPP), in a bid to upgrade the 
village’s existing play facilities, 
which they say are poor. 

Families say the village’s play 
areas cannot sustain its 
population and that youngsters 
are forced to go to other villages. 

Graham Redman, acting 
chairman of the campaign group, 
is calling on councils to buy more 
land in the village to turn into 
extra recreational space. 

He said: “For a large village, 
Sutton has very poor play 
facilities. 


“East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s own 2005 paper on the 
provision of play areas 
recommended that Sutton 
needed additional play areas 
covering toddler, junior and 
youth with 0.7 hectares of 
additional space required. 

“Since that report was written 
the population of the village has 
been swelled by the addition of 
over 250 houses and yet the 
amount of available play space 
has actually decreased. 

“Older children in the village 
regularly cycle across the A142 to 
go and use the facilities in Mepal 
because there is nothing for them 
in Sutton. That is unacceptable.” 

The village’s main play area, 


near the Brooklands Centre, is 
around 600 square metres and 
boasts a roundabout, swings and 
climbing frame. There is also a 75 
sqm area in Darby’s Yard, which 
boasts two spring rockers. 

Residents insist the village 
should boast more facilities, 
including a skate park, zip-wires 
and climbing walls. 

Mr Redman said: “We have now 
started a group in the village to 
promote improved playgrounds 
for all ages. 

“We will then move on to 
consultation on what people 
want to see.”

Village outcry over 
hall hire price rise 


THE costs of hiring a village 
community centre look set 
to rise - sparking anger 
from residents. 

Villagers in Haddenham say 
hire fees at the Arkenstall Centre, 
in Station Road, are high enough 
and that they should not be hiked. 

But the centre’s management 
insists they need to be increased 
to cover rising costs. A review is 
now being carried out and it is 
believed the fees could go up by 
around 30 per cent. 

Beth Lawrence, of Hill Row, 
Haddenham, said: “I wanted to 
hire the centre a few months ago 
for my daughter’s birthday party 
but the fees were quite pricey. 

“Now I’ve heard they’re going to 
be increased, which I think is 
ridiculous. 

“The Arkenstall Centre is in 
Haddenham, which is a rural 
village, not in the middle of a city,

and prices are high enough. I 
think if the fees are increased 
fewer people are going to hire it, 
which surely will leave the centre 
more out of pocket?” 

Another villager, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I’m told 
the hire fees at the Arkenstall are 
set to rise by 30 per cent. 

“I think it’s a move the man¬ 
agement committee will regret as 
the prices are quite steep as they 
are. 

“The last thing we want is to 
have a village community centre 
which isn’t really being used much 
because people can’t afford to.” 

But Barbara Fairchild, secretary 
of the centre’s management 
committee, said the centre’s hire 
fees are cheaper than the majority 
of other local centres. 


The price varies according to 
what day and what rooms people 
want to hire at the centre, but to 
hire the venue’s main hall and bar 
from 9am-midnight on a Saturday 
costs £270. To hire the whole 
centre from 9am-midnight on a 
Saturday costs £315. 

Mrs Fairchild said: “The centre’s 
hire fees have not been increased 
since lanuary 2011 and I don’t 
think there are many places which 
could say that. 

“There is no doubt the fees will 
have to rise. The costs of the 
centre, such as heating it, are 
continuing to rise and so we have 
to get more money in. 

“A review is now being held and 
a 30 per cent increase has been 
discussed, although nothing is set 
in stone.” 

The final decision will be made 
by the management committee at 
a meeting in November.

Madagascar 3: Europe's 
Most Wanted 3D & 2D

AFTER a lacklustre second 
instalment which saw Alex the 
lion, Marty the zebra, Melman 
the hypochondriac giraffe and 
Gloria the hippopotamus 
crash-land in Africa, 
Madagascar 3 rediscovers 
some of its animal magic. 

A circus of performing 
critters provides the dramatic 
hook for the usual wisecracks, 
and a boo-hiss pantomime 
villainess generates much- 
needed dramatic tension. 

Alex (voiced by Ben Stiller), 
Marty (Chris Rock), Melman 
(David Schwimmer) and Gloria 
(Jada Pinkett Smith) hanker for 
a return to New York’s Central 
Park Zoo. 

They leave Africa and head 
first to Monte Carlo to reunite 



with the penguins. There the 
gang has a close encounter 
with tenacious animal control 
officer Captain Chantel DuBois 
(Frances McDormand) and her 
scooter-riding cronies. 

Seeking refuge on a circus 
train, they persuade Vitaly the 
tiger (Bryan Cranston), Gia the 
jaguar (Jessica Chastain) and 


Stefano the sea lion (Martin 
Short) that they, too, are 
performing animals. Alex, 
Marty, Melman and Gloria 
nervously train alongside the 
professionals, knowing they 
must impress a big promoter 
in Rome in order to secure a 
booking in the Big Apple. 

Madagascar 3: Europe’s 


Most Wanted is undemanding 
escapist froth. The setting 
lends itself perfectly to 3D and 
directors Eric Darnell, Tom 
McGrath and Conrad Vernon 
have a ball contriving 
outrageous set pieces. 

The camera swoops as 
Merman and Gloria teeter on 
the high wire, Alex tumbles 


acrobatically on the trapeze 
and Marty soars out of the 
barrel of a giant cannon. 

Animals ricochet around the 
screen at dizzying speed and 
pyrotechnics explode to the 
infectious beat of Katy Perry’s 
self-empowerment anthem, 
Firework. 

Kids will love the slapstick 
and high-octane action but 
parents may find the 
tomfoolery as tame as the 
four-legged heroes. Eye candy 
is plentiful but there’s an 
inescapable feeling that the 
flimsy narrative has been 
tailored to the 3D and the 
higher ticket prices 
commanded by the eye¬ 
popping format. 

You could cheerfully distil 
the plot into 10 minutes - the 
remainder of this upbeat 
adventure is glossy, feel-good 
packaging adorned with rump¬ 
shaking musical interludes.

Keeping the doctor at bay 


W HILE many 

commercial apple 
producers have had 
poor crops this year because 
the incessant early rain 
deterred bees from pollinating 
the blossom, ordinary 
gardeners may have had more 
success. 

An apple flower can’t be fertilised 
by pollen from the same tree, but 
needs a pollination partner from a 
different variety of apple tree which 
flowers at the same time. 

While many commercial growers 
only grow one variety and will have a 
different pollination partner scattered 
around the orchard, they usually assess 
the minimum number of pollination 
partner trees needed so they don’t 
waste space they want to give over to 
their main variety. 

“This year we had a freakily bad 
year for pollination because 
throughout the time for pollination - 
April and May - it was cold and rainy 
and the bees just weren’t about, which 
massively reduced the chances of trees 
being pollinated,” says Rebecca Bevan, 
team leader for fruit and vegetables at 
RHS Garden Wisley. 

When only one type of apple is 
grown, bees have to travel from the 
majority crop to pollinating partner 
trees and back again to cross-pollinate 
each flower. 

However, suburban gardeners often

have a few different types within easy 
reach, which means the bees don’t 
have to travel so far to cross-pollinate 
the flowers. 

It’s been a bumper year for apples at 
RHS Garden Wisley - which is 
currently hosting the RHS Taste of 
Autumn Festival - where nearly 700 
types of apple are grown and there are 
many hives. 

“Even though the weather was 
awful, we had more bees around which 
were covered in a lot more compatible 
pollen,” says Bevan. 

She advises gardeners to grow more 
than one variety which flowers at the 
same time. 

“We advise home gardeners to 
choose at least one pollination partner 
for each tree, but often in suburban 
areas that’s going to happen anyway 
because different people have different 
apple trees and the bees will travel 
from one garden to another to 
exchange the pollen.” 

Many suburban gardeners also grow 
wild flowers which encourage bees 
and have grown some apple varieties 


which will withstand a lot of rain. 

Those who want their tree blossom 
to escape the frost should go for mid 
or late season varieties, such as 
Ashmead’s Kernel, a russet apple with 
a really intense fruit-drop flavour 
which stores well, ready for picking 
from mid-October, and Ellison’s 
Orange, a late season type which is a 
reliable cropper providing a rich 
flavour, she advises. 

Wet weather also encourages fungal 
diseases and some trees are more 
resistant to that. Ellison’s Orange, for 
instance, has shown some resistance to 
scab, while Laxton’s Fortune is also 
disease-resistant. Falstaff is also 
thought to have some resistance to 
frost in its blossom. 

Unlike most varieties, Bramley 
cooking apples need two pollination 
partners, while there are several self- 
fertile varieties, including a type of 
Cox’s Orange Pippin, although the 
RHS recommends that trees are cross- 
pollinated to achieve a better crop. 

For better crops, Bevan advises 
people to create good places for 
bumble bees and solitary bees to over¬ 
winter in the garden. Leave some 
undisturbed ground on your plot or 
make insect houses by tying up 
bamboo canes which have holes in 
them in which the bees can shelter.
